deer which annually takes pi nee in Cal- 
forma, Nevada and Oregon may be 
aiued from the trade statistics of the 
lide dealers. 
One Front street export 


touse in San Francisco has a pile con- 
fining 8,000 deer-skins in its ware- 
house. It handles aiimully over 75,000 
ikins, and estimates the annual number 
if deer killed at 200,000. The largest 
jortion of the skins come from North- 
western Nevada aud Southeastern Ore- 
gon, where deer are still abundant. As 


% rule in this State deer are slain for 
hen- food as well as their hide value, 
while in Oregon and California large 


ninbers of the animals are left to rot, 
he skins being all that is desired. 
It 


s a shame that so much valuable food 
honld be wantonly wasted, especially 
now that deer are becoming scarcer 
every year. 


For many years past it has been no 


tioed that while everybody and every 
structure on the Comstook's surfac 
were shaken and rooked to and fro in 
the most violent manner, the miners 
working underneath thejearth's surface 
scarcely experienced a ^tremor of the 
ground snrroanding them.

How 
ever, such an event has never occurred 
during the shocks that have several 
times visited the State. When the greal 
number of dangers to which our miners 
are exposed are reckoned up, it pleases 
every friend of the stalwart underground 
toiler to kiow that the terrors of the 
earthquake do not recoil on him. 
The 


following article from the London Times 
will be useful in giving the readers of the 
Jou»NAii th* latest scientific idea as to th* 
eaune of the "Tembler," published 
by the committee appointed some time 
ago to measure the lunar disturbance 
of gravity, and also by G. Darvin, which 
contains seme of the statement* nvw to 
the public: "It is conaideredjproved by 
the men of science that the crust of the 
earth bends under weights imposed on 
it till, when the barometer rises an inch 
over a land aeria like that of Australia, 
the increased load of air sinks the entire 
continent two or three '£ inches 
be- 


low the normal level. The laud actual- 
ly sinks and riseijunder the pressure of 
the mass of water thrown upon it by the 
tides, the maximum of rise.and fall on 
the Asiatic seaboard reaching five 
inches. This effect is felt at the bottom 
of the deepest mine. Although the ef- 
fect decreases in intensity according to 
the square of the distance towards the 
earth's centre. 


It follows that the crust of the earth 


must be of exceeding tenacity, exceed- 
ing aa a minimum that of granite; and 
its swayings may be the causes of phe- 
nsmena hitherto quite) unexplained, as, 
for exmample, the {relation between 
storm and earthquake. 
So universal, 


frequent, aud unavoidable are these 
disturbances that the inquiry into the 
lunar disturbance of gravity has been 
given up. No depth can be fonnd at 
which a recording instrument can 
placed so as to escape their effect. 
The
